§ 1337) and concerns alleged unfair trade practices in the importa- 
tion into and sale in the United States of certain textile spinning 
frames and automatic doffers therefor. Notice of the institution of 
the investigation was published in the Federal Register of August 
4, 1982 (47 F.R. 33816).

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On December 8, 1982, the Commission issued a notice of proposed 
termination based on the settlement agreement and requested 
public comment thereon. No comments were received. On January 
28, 1983, the Commission granted the motion and terminated inv. 
No. 337-TA-113 as to the Toyoda respondents on the basis of the 
settlement agreement.

Hot-RoLLED CARBON STEEL PLATE From BRAZIL 


AGENCY: United States International Trade Commission. 


ACTION: Scheduling of the date for written submissions in connec- 
tion with the subject investigation.

SUMMARY: On January 20, 1983, the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce published notice of its final determination that subsidies are 
being provided in Brazil to manufacturers, producers, or exporters 
of hot-rolled carbon steel plate (48 F.R. 2568). Accordingly, pursu- 
ant to section 705(b) of the Tariff Act of 1930 (19 U.S.C. § 1671d(b)), 
the United States International Trade Commission must determine 
whether an industry in the United States is materially injured, or 
is threatened with material injury, or the establishment of an in- 
dustry in the United States is materially retarded, by reason of im- 
ports of such merchandise. The Commission must make its deter- 
mination by March 7, 1983 (19 CFR § 207.25), and will accept writ- 
ten submissions in connection with the investigation until the close 
of business on February 14, 1983.
